sion duad been enclosed and the 
new permit requested. However, 
thorough review of Mr. Gilbert’s 
operations for the past ‘three 
months revealed that The Pit’s has 
conformed with all other enter- 
tainment requirements. 

Before enacting the proposed Ca- 
ble TV ordinance, the Board re- 
viewed carefully all citizen inpuis, 
ang comments relating to the or- 
dinance itself.. Most comments ad- 
dressed the issue of the number 
and degree of restrictions ¢ha't the 
ordinance would impose on cable 
TV use, Would, for example, a pri- 
vate citizen or a group of neigh- 
bors be permitted by the ordinance 
to own ‘and operate a satellite dish 
antentia mounted on a roof top or 
front lawn? The answer to this 
question is. unqualifiedly yes. If it 
were not for the fact-that the pub- 
lic rights of way are used to noute 
cable TV signals and, instead, we 
each had dishes mounted on our 
roofs, there would be mo need for 
an ordinance. In short, only when 
TV cables are strong along our 
roads must a franchise be ohtain- 
ed. In addition, only non-exclusive 
franchises will be granted by the 
Town; there ean be several fran- 
chised cable TV vendors offering 
services bimultaneowsly, 

Brian Douglass, representing his 
father Richard, Les Otten for the 
Sunday River Skiway, and Bob 
Chadbourne, representing P, H, 
Chadbourne Co. avere present to 
discuss with the Beard arrange- 
ments for selling winter sand, 
These businesses have purchased 
winter sand from the Town. in the 
past.

Tax and Rent Refund and Elderly 
Low Cost Drug Program 

The Bureau of Taxation, is now 
accepting applications for the El- 
derly Householders Tax and Rent 
Refund program for 1982, As in 
past years, the purpose of this 
program iis to provide relief 
through a system of grants %o 
eertaiz elderly persons who own 
or rent their own homes, The 
amount of the refund is the prop- 
emmy tax assessed or 25% of rent 
paid for tthe right. of occupancy,

teria, Married persons may also 
qualify ‘at the age of 45 providing 
both spouses are receiving Federal 
disability payments. 

The application form ‘also covers 
the Eldenly Low Cost Drug Pro-

For the past few years, the ad- 
Mministrators and Board of Direc- 


tors of S-A.D, 44 have made a — 


concerted effort to involve the par- 
ents and public in their decision 
making process, This. effort has 
resulted in the creation of adviso- 
ry commitices at each elementary 
school, advisory committees for 
the school Junch program and the 
building project, and an advisory 
committee for adult education. 
The Board’s committment to pub- 
lic involvement has also resulted 
in public hearings on the budget, 
curricular issues, and the building 
project. 

' Public participation ha's, on oc- 
casions, been the source of mu- 
tual frusisiation. I have panticipat- 
ed in several “public” hearings 
where only Board members and 
school personel were in. aitten- 
dance, a frustration for §.A.D. 44. 
.On the other hand, committee 
members and public hearing par- 
ticipants often feel frustmated be- 
cause they feel their suggestions 
feli on deaf eans and the rate-of 
change in ithe school organization 
is. too slow, ‘i 

On other occasions, however, 
public hearings and advisory com- 
mittees have resulted in mutual 
satisfaction and mutual wunder- 
standing. Often, participants in 
public hearings gain a deeper un- 
derstanding of the total picture 
facing the school board, while the 
Board members gain a greater un- 
derstanding of the public’s position, 
Both panties leave the hearing 
with a new outlook. Often, partic- 
ularly on advisory commiittees, 
Board membens and administra- 
tors get very valuable assistance 
from community members, and, 
community members gain a sense 
that their participation. resulted in 
a positive change. In this case, 
both parties share in a satisfac- 
tion that restilts from accomplish- 
ing a difficult task. 

in the coming weeks, the dis« 
trict will be expanding its com- 
munity outreach in sevenal ways: 

Three advisory committees will 
be formed: an extracurricular re- 
view committee; a solid fuel com- 
mittee; and, a high school advi- 
sory committee. Each of these 
committees. will meet 4-6 times, in 
the coming year, The extra-cur- 
ricular committee will review .the 
current extra-curricular offerings, 
and submit a recommendation, to 
the Board on the future direction 
of extra-curricular activities in S.
